INFLATION—A DISEASE OF THE BUDGET 


EISENHOWER DRIVE FOR GOVERNMENT ECONOMY IS IN DANGER OF LOSING ITS STEAM 


Quite apart from its Himalayan size, President Eisenhower’ 
$71.8 billion budget—the biggest in peacetime history—i 
markable in many ways. Not least is the paradox that Seere- 
tary of the Treasury Humphrey, while calling it “the best we 
could do,” is nevertheless openly inviting Congress to slash 
the budget if it can and the President himself is seconding 
the invitation. But the most important question the budget 
raises is whether or not President Eisenhower is losing hi 
control of inflationary pressures, including bigger government 
spending. 

At the end of the first year of his first term he proudly re- 
ported that these pressures were being curbed, taxes had b 


re- 


gun to go down, the cost of government had been redue 
“the discouraging trend of modern governments toward their 


own limitless expansion has, in our case, been reversed 
his 1957 budget message and subsequent remarks. the P 
dent again bespoke the desirability of such policies, but his 
budget in every instance called for more spending and the 
President himself had this to say: “As long as the American 
people demand and, in my opinion, deserve the kin of serv- 
ices that this budget provides, we have gat to spend this hind 
of money.” Moreover, by listing higher government spending 
as a factor auguring well for continued “prosperity.” the 
President seemed to be trying to curb inflation. while also 
riding it at a gallop. Here lay Humph: st dissent:

Certainly the President's fiscal planning faces unenviable 
dilemmas. In part, the $2.9 billion increa: 
than 4%, is itself the penalty of renewed inflation, which saw 
a 2.9% rise last year in general prices. At least 63" of the total 
is for defense, whose costs are unavoidably increased by the 
more complex and costlier weapons. The 10'¢ for interest on 
past debts is completely unavoidable. Another $400 million 
increase in “civil benefits” is for those social services—ted 
eral aid for schools, highways, investments in natural re- 
sources, etc.—-which are an integral part of the “modern Re- 
publicanism” the President promised the electorate. Me 
‘over, the soaring budget is not quite so frightening whe 
viewed in terms of a growing economy. It is 11% higher than 
Ike’s lowest budget, fiseal °55, but since then the national in- 
come has risen about 3% and the government's receipts by 

. That budget took 20% of the national income; fiseal '58 
will take no more; if income keeps rising it will actually take 
less, Finally, this budget also has the saving grace of being 
balanced and showing a $1.8 billion surplus. 

All this being true, the budget is still in many respects a 
shocker and is in itself the strongest evidence that inflation 
is going to remain our biggest problem. Even the anti-inflati 
ary effect of the surplus itself is diminishing, because the 
cash-budget surplus (whieh reflects social security and other 
trust fund income) is shrinking from 33.5 billion this year to 
$3 billion next. All in all one cannot escape the conviction 
that Ike’s budget is a renewal of that trend of “limitless ex- 
pansion” which he himself deplored. 

This trend even seems to follow a mathematical rule which 
London's Economist once, only half-humorously. styled “Par- 
kinson’s Law” (after nobody). Observing that in a period 
when the British fleet decreased by 67%, its administrative 
staff had increased by 78%, the Economist deduced that the 
tendency of government to proliferate actually bears no rela- 
tion whatever to the work to be done, but automatically mul- 
tiplies itself at an annual rate of about 6°. Similarly, between 
1935 and 1954, when the number of British colonies were 


a rise of more 


steadily shrinking. the number of colonial office officials rose 
from 372 to 1,661, an average increase of 5.89% per year. 
“Parkinson's Law” has two axioms: 1) any official seeks to 
multiply his subordinates, and 2) these subordinates make 
unnecessary work for each other. 

Amusingly enough, Parkinson's Law seems to be at wor 
not only in Eisenhower's budget as a whole but even. in the 
ion of it controlled by that economy watchdog, Humphrey 
himself. Take two of Humphrey's departments—the Bureau 
of Customs and the Bureau of the Mint. The first, during a 
two-year period, has risen from 500 employes to 726 and 
thence to 741, an annual average increase of 24°¢. In the 
Mint the rise has run from 734 to 769 and thence to 813 
—an average rise of 6.7%. Humphrey is clearly right in urging 
Congress to apply a microscope to all these encroachments 
of governmental Parkinson's disease. 
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But quite seriously, the insidious effect of the disease is 
shown most clearly in that department—agriculture—whose 
policies Ike and his dedicated See retary Benson have tried 
hardest to reform, It is astounding to find this Administra- 
tion budgeting for farm subsidies an amount (84.97 billion) 
some 41° higher than Truman’s last year (82.9 billion). A 
cool $1.5 billion of the increase is for the Soil Bank and con- 
ion loans which area part of Benson's planning for 
rsing agricultural Parkinsonism, but the huge rise itself 
illustrates how, once the disease takes hold, its cure becomes 
even mor While Congress is accepting Hum- 
phrey’s invitation to fine-tooth comb the budget, it might de 
well to resurrect a measure. which died last year in com- 
mittee, to puta 000 limit on the farm subsidies any single 
farmer or corporation can receive. Is there any reason why 
the U.S. taxpayer should pay—as he ’o%s—a 81.9 million 
subsidy to Mississippi's Delta & Pine Land Co., a British 
stock corporation, to raise unneeded cotton? 

The worst symptom of all is the growing tendency to accept 
inflation as “inevitable’—and even to anticipate it, makin, 
decisions now to allow for more inflation later. Here, the larg-

individual decisions of a free economy. There is a growing 
“collusion” between Big Labor and Big Business. a tendency 
on the part of the first to force bigger raises than its rise in 
productivity justifies, and of the second to grant them for a 
tacit acceptance of bigger price rises than the wage raise 
justifies. The biggest offenders, as General Electrics Lemuel 
Boulware recently admitted, have been the biggest companies. 
Their wage policies have been the most inflationary and 
their cost-ol-living wage escalators are, in fact, no inflation- 
protector at all, but as they become general simply spread the 
mary pressure. What the nation needs is = 
statesmanship and missionary work on the part of union 
leaders to educate their members to the fact that wage raises, 
to be genuine. must be geared to productivity gains. It needs 
a stronger, more public-minded effort on the part of managers 
to hold the price line and even reduce it. 

Even more the duty rests upon every citizen to make 
economy—both national and personal—his business and his 
concern. There is a growing public awareness that inflation 
threatens to pauperize every citizen’s old age. as it is now 
pauperizing those already retired upon shriveled savings or 
inadequate pensions. When every citizen is so aware, and 
pursues economy in all his roles—as voter. consumer, tax- 
payer. congressman, producer or manager—then and only 
then can inflation’s disease be conquered.

In 
1946 he asked that his name be removed from the 
Social Register, saying, “If you willingly go along 
with such a travesty of democracy, you tacitly sub- 
scribe to its absurd notions of who is and who isn’t 
socially acceptable.” In 1949 he set up the Whitney 
Foundation, budgeted at $400,000 a year for, among 
other things, Opportunity Fellowships to provide 
awards to “American citizens of exceptional prom- 
ise who, because of arbitrary barriers such as race, 
cultural background or region of residence, have not 
had the fullest opportunity to develop their abilities.”’

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Where Does Psychology 


WHILE FREUD IS STILL DEBATED, SCIENTISTS OPEN NEW PATHS IN 


BY ERNEST HAVEMANN 


With this instalment, Lire concludes its series on the age of 
psychology. Having shown in four earlier instalments how 
great an influence psychology has become in our daily lives and 
how the psychoanalyst has found his way of treating the prob- 
lems of troubled people, the series now gives an appraisal of 
psychoanalysis and of the whole future of mental therapy. 


SYCHOANALYSIS has had more than 50 years to prove 
itself. Are its concepts now established fact or still sheer 
fancy? Psychoanalysis and psychology in general constitute a radi- 
cally new approach in mankind’s long struggle toward a fuller and 
happier life. Where have they brought us and where are they lead- 
ing us? What are the chances that drugs may some day supplant 
psychological treatment of mental ills? 

Before we try to answer these questions, it must be pointed out 
that Freud’s psychoanalytic theory which was described in detail 
last week has not gone completely unchallenged even among his 
own students and followers. There have been some notable rebels 
in the ranks of the psychoanalysts, the two most famous being Al- 
fred Adler and Carl Jung. These two men, both of them among the 
early associates of Freud, broke away from him at about the same 
period, roughly the year 1911 and the months immediately follow- 
ing, and founded rival schools of their own. For a time, at least, the 
entire psychoanalytic movement was in schism. 

Adler found himself unwilling to believe Freud’s theories of the 
sexual origins of neurosis, and came to feel that the entire Freudian 
doctrine was far too vague and complex. As he sa 
man psychology, normal or abnormal, revolves around the fa 
that a baby is born into the world completely helpless, utterly de- 
pendent on those around it and therefore filled with the most pro- 
found feelings of inferiority. All later life is an attempt to achieve 
a sense of superiority to make up for these early inadequacies. 
Where development is normal, the growing child acquires such vir- 
tues as courage, independence and wholesome ambition. Where 
development is thwarted by unsympathetic parents or by a defect 
such as lameness or stuttering, the growing child can get into 
sorts of neurotic difficulties. He may become overwhelmed by feel- 
ings of inadequacy—a victim of that famous Adlerian concept, the 
“inferiority complex.” Or he may become overly ambitious and ag- 
gressive in a destructive sense. Adler's theories of the cause of 
neurosis were much simpler than Freud's and so were his methods 
of helping patients. He felt that the most important thing was to 
lead the patient to understand the struggle between his urge for 
superiority and his feelings of inferiority and then help the patient 
to resolve the struggle by sympathetic guidance and encouragement. 

Jung, on the other hand, is even more complex than Freud. He, 
too, refuses to believe in the sexual origin of neurosis, but he seeks 
the causes in far more subtle and even mystic matters. Jung believes 
every man’s life is deeply influenced by a ‘collective unconscious” 
which is his heritage from thousands of years of mankind’s strug- 
gles. The collective unconscious is a reservoir of all the attitudes our 
ancient ancestors had toward life and death, toward religion, to- 
ward virtue and sin. It is full of such symbols as the Good Mother 
who protects us, the Terrible Mother who casts us out into the 
dangers of life, and the magic circle which throughout mankind's 
history has represented a full and balanced existence. Neurotic 
problems are a sign of failure to integrate all these age-old striv- 
ings, and the solution lies in attaining an understanding in depth of 
how we have failed to express ourselves and to fulfill our destinies. 

Jung, who is now 81 but still active, has had a considerable appeal 
over the years to people who liked the general idea of psychoanalysis 
but found Freud too concerned with sex and too oblivious of man’s 
religious impulses. Adler, who died in 1937, had a considerable 
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vogue among those who found Freud too complicated. (Freudians 
sometimes call Adler a ‘kindergarten psychologist.” ) But the three- 
way split among the analysts has now been resolved in Freud's 
favor. In our attempt to determine how well psychoanalysis is doing 
in this second half-century of its influence, we must therefore con- 
centrate upon the pros and cons of the Freudian theory. 

We can throw out the most common complaints of psychoanaly- 
sis right at the start, The analyst, more than any other professional 
man except possibly the politician, has to accept gratuitous insult 
as a routine occupational hazard. His successes go unnoticed, while 
jis failures fairly shout for attention. The patients for whom he 
has done the most usually go about their business quietly, and no- 
body except possibly a few close friends ever knows they have been 
analyzed. The patients for whom he has done the least are often 
quite vocal and give analysis a bad name by boring their acquaint- 
ances half to death with dubious analytical lore. Among those who 
visit the analyst's office are a great many people who, he knows, 
are headed for the gravest sort of mental problem but who as yet 
seem only the tiniest bit odd to their families. If he treats such a 
patient successfully, the family is likely to think that there was 
nothing wrong in the first place—the treatment was j| eX 
pensive racket. If he fails and the patient has to go to a mental hos- 
pital, as is bound to happen sometimes, he gets the full blame—the 
patient was all right until the analyst got hold of him. And so it 
goes. Were analysts not so thoroughly analyzed themselves, they 
would doubtless all have persecution complexes. 


The id, the ego and the microscope 


SYCHOANALYSIS has also been attacked on a number of 
quite legitimate grounds, however, by many competent and 
thoughtful critics. Their chief points can be summarized as follows. 
Freud's so-called ‘‘discoveries” are merely theories and nothing 
more, completely unprovable by any laboratory methods. Nobody 
has ever yet seen a human id, ego or superego under a microscope 
and nobody ever will. All we have to go on is the unsupported 
word of Freud himself—and for some discouraging evidence on 
Freud’s reliability as an observer, one need only look at the record. 
e for instance the definitive biography of Freud which has been 
written by his first English-speaking disciple, Dr. Ernest Jones, who 
remained a close friend until Freud’s death in 1939. Two volumes. 
have been published (The Life and Work of Sigmund Freud) and a 
third will appear soon. The biography is completely sympathetic; 
indeed, it is Dr. Jones's contention that Freud's discoveries were 
“the nearest to a miracle that human means can compass.” Yet 
it contains strong indications that Freud was at times very gullible. 
There is, for example, the matter of Freud’s long friendship with 

a strange and mystical Berlin doctor named Wilhelm Fliess. Dr. 
Fliess had a theory that all human events, including birth and 
death, were governed by the numbers 23 and 28. When these 
numbers failed him, as of course they frequently did, he went on 
all undaunted to add them, subtract them, multiply and juggle 
them until he finally proved his point. It was the most palpable 
kind of hocus-pocus, a sort of “science” of numerology which 
only the most naive Hollywood actresses are supposed to fall for. 
Yet Freud took it seriously, and for years believed Dr. Fliess’s 
prediction that he would die at the age of 51. When this year came 
and went and he remained miraculously alive, he somehow settled 
on a new superstition, this time without any help from Dr. Fliess, 
that he would die in February 1918, a date premature by 21 years. 
Psychoanalysts claim to be alert to the patient's hidden thoughts 
and meanings; they pride themselves on being adept at the process 
which the eminent lay analyst Theodor Reik has described in a

book title as Listening with the Third Ear, Freud's third ear, 
according to his critics, was quite deaf at times. Biographer 
Jones concedes that in the course of one analysis by Freud, of 
a patient whom Jones happened to know very well, he found 
“instance after instance” where Freud swallowed statements 
which Jones knew to be untrue and refused to believe things 
that definitely were true. 

Jones also cites an incident where a new patient complained to 
Freud that she had been shamefully mistreated by an analyst 
named Dr. Blank in Ipswich, England. Freud became extremely 
angry and told the story with great annoyance to a British woman 
student whom he met during the next hour. The student caught 
on at once that the patient had invented the entire tale, as 
neurotics so often will. She pointed out tactfully that there was 
no Dr. Blank in England and that furthermore there had never 
been an analyst by any name in Ipswich, but these facts made 
absolutely no impression on Freud. He continued to be pain- 
fully aggrieved at the mythical Dr. Blank until he finally got a 
belated letter from a colleague who had sent the woman patient 
to him, explaining that she was a confirmed paranoiac with a 
specialty of claiming mistreatment by her doctors. 

The opponents of analysis also say that Freudian methods can 
make only the most doubtful of claims for any curative value. 
Certainly there is strong evidence, again in the Jones biography, 
that Freud retained a number of neurotic traits to the end of his 
days despite all his intensive self-analysis. Freud was addicted 
to cigar smoking—20 a day—and suffered the most intense kind 
of psychosomatic symptoms when he tried to stop. He was 
something of a hypochondriac in general. His letters to friends 
were full of complaints about such matters, again probably 
psychosomatic, as constipation, poor digestion and heart pal- 
pitation. He was extremely worried about traveling and the 
worst kind of nervous Nellie about getting to the station long 
before train time. In his professional life he was inclined to be 
somewhat quarrelsome and quite indiscreet about confidential 
information he received from his associates. 


An analyst re-analyzed 


NALYSTS since Freud have also had their difficulties. For 
proof that psychoanalysis is no 100% guarantee of equa- 
nimity even for its experts, one need only read Dr. Reik’s Frag- 
ment of a Great Confession, in which he tells how he became 
overwhelmed by personal problems after 25 years as a practicing 
analyst, and had to be analyzed all over again. And anyone 
who knows a lot of analysts will testify that the ranks con- 
tain a full quota, just like any other human group, of those 
who lose their tempers, bark at their children, cheat at golf 
or try to make love to every woman they meet. There is no 
evidence that schools and departments of psychoanalysis are 
any better run than the average, or any freer from jealousy and 
intramural politicking. Psychoanalysts’ children misbehave like 
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any others. If the analysts cannot cure themselves, how can they 
hope to cure anybody? 

There is also one very practical objection to psychoanalysis. A 
complete analysis requires that the patient manage to get away 
from his duties for an hour a day, plus traveling time to and from 
the doctor’s office, three to five times a week for two to five years. 
It costs anywhere from $7,000 to $25,000 and up. How many peo- 
ple have the time, not to mention the money? Even if the world 
should some day become sufficiently leisurely and wealthy, how 
could we still train enough analysts to go around? As things 
stand now, only a small minority of people even live anywhere 
near an analyst's office—and perhaps one in a hundred can afford 
to go. If the world has to wait for psychoanalysis to save it, most 
of us are doomed. 

The case against psychoanalysis is a strong one; it cannot easily 
be brushed aside. How then do the analysts answer it 

They answer it, most of them at least, in surprisingly modest 
terms. Analysts are not, though they have been so advertised by 
some of the noisier ones, a bunch of know-it-alls. They are, by 
and large, a most moderate and even diffident group, and it is only 
a relatively few extremists among them who seem so cocksure and 
so contemptuous of criticism. Every time one of these extremists 
among the analysts or other psychiatrists gets up in public and 
states categorically that comic books are the cause of juvenile delin- 
quency, or testifies in court that he has been watching the defend- 
ant stare at the ceiling and can positively guarantee that the fel- 
low is a psychopath, the more conservative practitioners wince.

Most analysts would concede that the Freudian theories are un- 
provable by usual scientific standards, but would maintain that 
the theories have to be accepted because there is no better way to 
explain what is now a considerable body of human observation. 
Freud was a genius at achieving pioneer insights into the depths 
of human character, and his findings have been verified time and 
time again in the treatment of many thousands of patients. Per- 
haps he somewhat gullible at times, as his critics claim, but he 
caught his errors in the long run and was far freer than most people 
to admit them and abandon them—as when he completely dropped 
Wilhelm Fliess. Indeed even his naiveté was an asset in that it en- 
abled him to explore and finally find the right answer to problems 
which a less imaginative man might have ignored. 


Freud the family man 


N the personal side, it is certainly true that Freud retained 
some obvious neuroticisms all hislife, but surely no fair critic 
could deny that his self-analysis was nonetheless of infinite value 
to him. He rid himself completely of the deep anxieties and depres- 
sions which marked his youth. He did an enormous amount of 
work, which is one good practical measure of mental health, and 
made a considerable number of long-term friends, which is an- 
other. His family life, though run along lines which would perhaps 
seem old-fashioned and patriarchal now, was unusually free and 
spontaneous for Victorian days. Granted that Freud had his idio- 
syncrasies, these were of a minor sort which—at least before his 
time—would have been considered any man’s due. 
In attempting to assess how much they have managed to help 
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their patients, the more conservative analysts always bear in 
mind that they are operating in a field where a certain number 
of cures have been effected for centuries by witch doctors, med- 
icine men, magic waters and sugar pills. Every analyst can cer- 
tainly cite from his own experience a number of cases of pa- 
tients who came to analysis disturbed, unhappy and barely able 
to carry on, and went away full of vigor and optimism. The 
question is how many of these patients would have shown the 
same marvelous improvement with different treatment, or with- 
out any treatment at all. 

There are no reliable statistics, but if any existed they would 
show anything but 100% success. Freud himself conceded that 
analysis was not very effective with really badly disturbed people 
like the schizophrenics who constitute the largest group of men- 
tal hospital patients. Even among the merely neurotic, analysis 
has spotty results. It seems to have its best chance of success if 
the patient is quite young and if his difficulties are causing him 
sufficient discomfort to give him a strong motive for improve- 
ment. Some analysts have considerably more success than oth- 
ers. All of this has led one prominent and conservative analyst to 
make this private evaluation: ‘*/f what’s troubling you isn’t too 
serious, and if you're lucky enough to go to one of the few ana- 
lysts who seem to be good at what they're doing, and if you're a 
good patient and work hard, then maybe analysis can help you.” 


Following the saints 


‘ONG before Freud was ever born, saints and great teachers 
were comforting and enriching the lives of others. The hope 
of psychoanalysis, which keeps it going and growing, is that it is 
a tool which can help human unfortunates and add to human 
happiness even in the hands of men who are less than saints 
and geniuses. All analysts feel that they have managed to ac- 
complish a great deal under the pioneering circumstances, They 
also believe that the art of analysis is constantly being improved, 
and that the new generation of analysts will probably accom- 
plish far more than the old. 

And of course one need not accept Freud to believe in the 
value of some kind of psychological therapy. The followers of 
Adler and Jung have had their share of success with patients 
despite their differing theories and methods of treatment. So 
have the members of some of the newer schools of psychoanal- 
ysis which have broken away to greater or lesser degree from 
Freudian theory. Among these are the Karen Horney group and 
the Harry Stack Sullivan group, both of which place less em- 
phasis than did Freud on the patient’s instinctual drives and 
more on his present problems. The clinical psychologists, most 
of whom use a much simpler form of therapy than the psycho- 
analysts, have helped many people. Indeed of all the branches 
of psychology which have been discussed in these articles—the 
“pure” psychology of the senses and learning, the applied 
psychology of industry and the armed Beeicee 2, far the fast- 
est growing is clinical psychology. About 40! Jo of the students 
taking their Ph.D.s this year are specializing in it. 

The psychiatrists aside from the analysts have also had success 
with a wide variety of therapeutic techniques. The psychiatrists, 
as has been said, comprise the great majority of those treating 
the” mentally ill. Doing much of their work in mental hospitals 
and clinics, they see all kinds of patients and especially the most 
difficult ones. In the course of a single day the psychiatrist may 
be called upon to treat a mentally retarded infant who suffered 
an oxygen lack before birth, a young woman with early symp- 
toms of schizophrenia and an old man whose brain cells are de- 
teriorating with age. Faced with such a range of problems, the 
psychiatrists have become mental health’s great eclectics—they 
use any techniques that seem useful. 

The psychiatrists have adopted many of the findings of the 
psychologists and many of the concepts and methods of psycho- 
analysis. They also use a wide variety of physiological methods 
and medicines. A good example of the way they work is the 
treatment they gave to battle-fatigued soldiers during World 
War II. The typical psychiatrist first put the soldier under seda- 
tion for a couple of days, to make the most of the well-known.

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value of sleep in repairing the human organism. He then tried 
narco-analysis in which a drug like sodium amytal (a “truth 
serum”) is administered to produce a flow of talk and free asso- 
ciations. He followed this with a fairly simple form of psycho- 
therapy—merely explaining to the soldier that fear is a normal 
human emotion involving definite, useful but sometimes highly 
unpleasant changes in the body. If the soldier was badly under- 
weight as a result of inability to eat or to keep food down, the 
psychiatrist prescribed intravenous feedings, small doses of in- 
sulin to stimulate appetite or other pharmacological methods of 
building up the body tissue. If all this failed to bring about any 
improvement, he then resorted to deeper psychotherapy, some- 
thing like a short form of psychoanalysis. 

Speaking in the most general terms, the psychiatrist considers 
all patients “*battle fatigued.” He believes that all of us are lim- 
ited in the amount of strain we can stand. Our limits are set by 
the constitutions we have inherited and by the way we have 
solved or failed to solve the emotional problems of growing up. 
As a practical matter, the psychiatrist tries to keep his treatment 
as short as possible. His concept of a cure is a pragmatic one; he 
thinks in terms of getting the patient in shape to carry on his 
daily affairs successfully. He does not try to bring about a total 
understanding and integration in the psychoanalytic sense— 
which he tends to consider an impossible goal anyway. 


A practical approach 


SUALLY the psychiatrist is much more interested than the 

analyst in such things as the patient's job, working condi- 
tions, marriage and children. Where the analyst’s ideal is to 
make the patient capable of functioning well in practically any 
environment, the psychiatrist often tries to shore up the patient 
by taking some of the strains out of the existing environment. 
He does this, in most cases, with the help of that new and valua- 
ble aide called the psychiatric social worker. Especially in deal- 
ing with the lowest-income groups, the psychiatrist would tend 
to say that often the patient cannot be expected to improve 
at all unless the physical and financial circumstances of his life 
can somehow be bettered. Likewise many psychiatrists believe 
that the greatest hope for preventing and alleviating the men- 
tal ills of old age lies with the sociologist, for the thing the aged 
need most is a continuing sense of usefulness and participation 
in the community. 

Of all the numerous approaches used by psychiatrists, it is the 
purely medical one which has received the most public atten- 
tion lately. The theory that mental ills are essentially a reflection 
of some abnormal physical condition has appealed to many 
observers for years. Recently it received a great boost from the 
sudden fame of the tranquilizing drugs like reserpine and chlor- 
promazine (Lire, Oct. 15, 22). Actually there is no evidence 
that the tranquilizers get at the causes of the psychoses, but 
they do improve the behavior and lucidity of the mentally ill 
to the point where the patients are easy to handle in institutions 
and often can even get along in society. But the tranquilizers 
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are certainly the most dramatic of the recent additions to a con- 
siderable body of evidence that some, most or even all psychoses 
have an essentially physical or chemical basis and may some 
day be cured by the proper drugs. 

If mankind’s emotional ills had no physical cause whatever, 
and were strictly a product of the particular stresses and strains 
of a particular society, one would expect them to vary greatly 
from time to time through history and from place to place. But 
records of the early Massachusetts courts show that there were 
just as many commitments to mental hospitals, in proportion to 
population, in the quieter and more rural Massachusetts of the 
19th Century as in the speeded-up industrial Massachusetts of 
today. A study of the old-fashioned island of Bornholm off the 
coast of Denmark, an 18th Century type of society, completely 
isolated from the hurly-burly of our modern civilization, has 
shown the same types of psychosis and neurosis found in our 
most frantic cities. In fact anthropologists say they have found 
familiar patterns of mental aberrations in every society and cul- 
ture they have ever studied. 


The identical schizophrenics 


OME of the statistics on heredity, although never very wide- 
ly kept, also seem to argue for a physical basis. Some fa- 
mous studies by Dr. Franz Kallmann indicate that if a parent 
has schizophrenia his children are 16 times as likely as the aver- 
age person to have it. Among identical twins Kallmann found 
that when one is schizophrenic the other is too in 86% of cases, 
and when one twin has manic-depressive psychosis the other 
does too in 96% of cases. The only question is to what extent 
these figures reflect the effects of sheer heredity and to what ex- 
tent the effects of a bad family environment. What is needed to 
resolve the argument is a group of cases of identical twins reared 
in different households, but these have been too rare to date to 
provide any positive proof. 

Aside from theoretical speculation, it is a matter of hard 
fact that a considerable number of mental disturbances of var- 
ious types have already been definitely traced to physical causes. 
Among them are paresis (caused by the syphilis spirochete), 
dementia of the aged (caused by constricted blood vessels and 
deteriorating brain cells) and the psychosis accompanying pel- 
lagra (a disease caused by a vitamin deficiency). Drugs have 
been developed to combat epilepsy and a hormone has been 
found to prevent cretinism. 

A number of experimenters are now doing research along 
lines suggested by the work of Dr. Hans Selye of the Univer- 
sity of Montreal, an endocrinologist or gland expert who has 
become famous in recent years for his work on what he calls 
“nonspecific stress.” What Dr. Selye says, in brief, is this: that 
everything we do and everything that happens to us, from the 
normal effort of work and play to an attack by bacteria, creates 
a condition of stress inside the body. Our physical apparatus 
goes to work either to facilitate the effort, adjust to the change 
or repair the damage. The “‘stress apparatus,” as Dr. Selye sees 
it, is chiefly regulated by the pituitary and adrenal glands, but 
also involves the nervous system, heart, lungs, stomach, liver, 
kidneys and lymph glands. When the system is working properly 
we get along fine and are impervious even to bacteria that might 
make us sick under less efficient conditions. When we are under 
a severe or prolonged strain of some sort, the over- or under- 
functioning of the stress apparatus itself may lead to physical 
ailments or perhaps mental disturbances as well. 

“A happy thought or a worried thought affects the stress 
apparatus; likewise the complicated body chemistry of the stress 
apparatus must surely have an effect upon the brain. It is, for 
example, Dr. Selye’s present hunch—though no more than a 
hunch—that the secret of schizophrenia may be some appar- 
ently harmless chemical which is quite naturally and normally 
produced in the brain by the working of the nerve cells and the 
burning of food. He presumes that it would be a chemical 
which has no effect on people whose stress apparatus is working 
properly, but causes insanity when the apparatus is out of kilter 
and changes the body’s chemistry in some as yet unknown way.

All this evidence and speculation about drugs suggest some 
interesting possibilities. Perhaps most mental problems have a 
direct physical cause for which we shall some day have a medi- 
cine. Perhaps the psychoses have a direct physical basis but the 
minor neurotic problems do not—which vould mean that psy- 
chiatrists might some day be in the ironic position of today’s 
general practitioners, fine at curing pneumonia but unable to 
make much headway against the common cold. Or the physical 
and psychological aspects may be so intermingled that, like the 
chicken and the egg, it will always be impossible to say which 
came first. 

Freud himself felt—though some of his followers seem to 
have forgotten it—that there had to be some kind of close rela- 
tionship between psychiatry and physical medicine; he said that 
behind the psychoanalyst stands the man with the syringe. Cer- 
tainly the new burst of interest in mental ills among the physical 
scientists—biochemists, physiologists, pharmacologists, neurol- 
ogists and others—holds great promise. In the opinion of some 
experts it heralds a major breakthrough. A great deal of opti- 
mism for the future has been engendered, for example, by the 
work at Yale of Dr. José Delgado, who has been learning all 
sorts of new facts about the functioning of various centers of the 
brain. Yet while psychiatrists, psychoanalysts and psychologists 
like to think and talk about what they may achieve tomorrow, 
they have already come quite a long way. 

Even psychiatrists not yet past middle age can remember when 
the only real difference between what they considered an average 
mental hospital and a bad one was that in the average hospital 
the patients were beaten less frequently. In those days, two or 
three decades ago, the typical hospital was staffed by a politically 
appointed superintendent, usually without any special training; 
by a group of guards chosen for their physical strength; by a 
few psychiatrists valiantly trying to introduce the most elemen- 
tary reforms; and perhaps by one pioneer psychologist and by 
one social worker just beginning to learn the ropes. 

Today, although most mental hospitals are still understaffed, 
the differences are amazing. The whole level of competence has 
risen rapidly. The old brutality is vanishing. In more and more 
hospitals the psychiatrists and psychologists now have time, 
though not nearly so much as they wish they had, for a good bit 
of personal care, testing and therapy. The well-trained psychi- 
atric nurse, male and female alike, is replacing the old strong- 
arm guard—and is becoming one of the unsung heroes of the 
line. Even the least wealthy and most overcrowded hospitals are 
in at least one sense ahead of the general public. Every hos- 
pital has a number of patients, sometimes a great many of them, 
who have progressed to the point where they could easily be

sent home—except that their families do not want them home. 

The current trend, which will doubtless continue even if there 
are no major discoveries in the next few years, is for psychiatry 
to move out of the mental hospital and into the community. 
The new place of the psychiatrist, the psychoanalyst, the clinical 
psychologist—and of their new partners, the psychiatric nurses 
and psychiatric social workers—is in everyday private work or 
in community clinics. At the same time more and more clergy- 
men and teachers are becoming wise in the ways of psychology. 
Public health officials and organizations like the National Asso- 
ciation for Mental Health are helping spread the gospel, espe- 
cally among families of mental patients. 

Psychiatrists are experimenting with all kinds of short-cut 
methods of helping the emotionally disturbed. Even some of the 
analysts, although traditionally committed to the 1,000-hour 
type of treatment, are trying out a much briefer, accelerated 
type of therapy. Some are experimenting with group therapy, 
in which they treat perhaps a half dozen patients who discuss 
their problems back and forth. Many of them feel that the 
greatest opportunity of all may lie in the area of preventive psy- 
chology and psychiatry, perhaps a new science of child rearing 
and youth education which will keep conflicts from developing. 
Studies of orphans and the temporary orphans who lived in 
nursery homes in wartime London have shown how important 
love and attention are to the baby’s psychological development, 
and how their absence can cause symptoms exactly like an adult 
psychosis. Psychiatric workers in a few experimental institu- 
tions, notably the Orthogenic School of the University of Chi- 
cago, haye had remarkable success in rehabilitating children 
who were completely unable to get along at home or at school. 

Until the psychologist and psychiatrist appeared on the scene, 
man had no scientific way of appraising himself. True, he had 
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the great teachings of his religious leaders and the brilliant in- 
sight of his poets. But many of his everyday opinions about 
himself were mutually contradictory and most of them were pes- 
simistic about the possibility of basic change. It was taken for 
granted that many men were doomed to be unhappy, at least 
much of the time, and that some were hopelessly eccentric.

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Man of manners 
is given to blunt talk

‘OR at least five centuries dancing masters have been forbidding 
figures. Beginning with the 15th Century Italians, Guglielmo 
Ebreo and Antonio Cornazano, and continuing through the 19th 
Century’s Henri Cellarius of Paris, Allen Dodworth of New York 
and Lorenzo Papanti of Boston, they have been by tradition high- 
handed and fiery-tempered. Neither ladies’ men nor men’s men, 
they have been manners men, as devoted to di 
rum as to the dance itse 


ipline and deco- 
. And, if they have rarely been pictured 
smiling, they have had, through what to their eyes have been 
steadily degenerating generations, little to smile about. 


William de Rham is no exception—except that his century is 
the 20th. In New York City a boys’ school staged a sit-down strike 
against him. In Connecticut an entire bal iss burst into tears 
before he even entered the ballroom. Once a girl bit him. But the 
remarkable thing about De Rham is not that he does have hard 
going. It is that he is g strong. 
A man to the manners born—“De Rhams are De Rhams.” he is 
fond of saying—he is an old-fashioned umpire in a modern danc- 
ing empire. 

From the good gold days of the 1880s, when Ward McAllister 
first began picking out the “400,” down to the present tense times. 
there have been a host of social figures who have achieved their 
eminence primarily through obsequious deference and kowtowing 
to the powers that be. What makes Mr. de Rham a social phenom- 
enon is that his approach is, if anything, the exact opposite. He 
never kowtows. He rarely remembers even his “name” names and 
he refuses to answer complaining letters. “I never put anything 
on paper,” he says. 

Instead, he prefers to telephone his replies. To one mother 
who asked how her boy was doing, he asked, “Why? Have I been 
giving him hell?” Shocked, the mother stammered no. “Well,” 


ig at all. The fact is, he is goin, 
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snapped De Rham, “then he must be doing all right.” When an- 
other mother began, “Today in modern education you donot... .” 
De Rham interrupted. “You do not. I do. I am perfectly willing to 
listen to suggestions. I am not willing to listen to yapping.” To a 
third, who asked him sarcastically if he had any poor children in 
his classes, he replied, “Yes. My child.” And to a fourth, who 
asked what she should do when she found her 8-year-old son kiss- 


ing a girl on the staircase, De Rham had no answer at all. “How 
should I know?” he said, “I never kissed 
a girl until I was 21.” 

Born in Newport in 1901, De Rham 
has lived almost his entire life at the 
f same Park Avenue apartment. He has 
two brothers as well as a sister who, at 
the age of 12, was once put off a Newport 
beach for not wearing stockings. De 
Rham, at the same age, was forbidden by 
his mother to look at a new dance called 
the turkey trot. “You must turn your 

head away,” she said. “It’s vulgar.” 

For a short time De Rham went to the 
late Dodworth’s famous New York danc- 
ing “Academy” and was soon known as New York's best waltzer, 
He was none too successful in other lines—he tried automobiles, 
insurance and aircraft—until World War II. At that time the 
movie comedienne ZaSu Pitts—"I used to know a lot of those 
people in those days,” he says—asked him to find a rumba teacher 
for her teen-age daughter. Unable to find a suitable Cuban, he de- 
cided to teach her himself. He soon had other pupils and, after one 
unsuccessful marriage, a new wife, Vera Chapin. A former ballerina 
and ex-Powers model who had been teaching at Miss Ferguson’s 
Dancing Class in Boston, Miss Chapin was De Rham’s teaching 
assistant for some years before their marriage. To the children in 
his classes, who regarded her as a friend at Court, the wedding 
announcement was sad news. “Gosh,” said one, “now there'll be 
two on his side.” Last year, when De Rham was ill for some months, 
his wife, together with his pianist Buddy Koss, successfully opened 
his new classes in Philadelphia without him—and this despite the 
warning of a Main Line parent that “the De Rham name means 
nothing in Philadelphia.” 

Today the De Rham name means something throughout eastern 
Society. De Rham frankly pre 
parties, and even his 3-year-old pupils 
are taught how to come into a ballroom 
and go through a receiving line. Atk 
recent series of Christmas parties for all 
classes he gave a strict parting speech:
